Of 
the six ompromiged States, ‘therefore, three belong 
to the South and three to’ the North. There are

As regards the South, Mississippi presents un- 
questiopably the fost flagrant case. Here, not 
only hag the doctrifie of reptidiation been maintained 
as if it}were amojig the sicred rights of man, - but 
every appeal of the cheated creditors has been met 
with defiant taunts, the leader of popular sentiment 
in this direction liaving on all occasions been Mr.

In this case, the repudiation is direct 
and enishing, aud is rather aggravated by the 
fact thag, as ther@ is a portion of debt which she 
has notjrepudiatet, and‘ on which she pays divi- 
dends, the Goverfior, in his annual messagep gen- 
eraiiy introduced @ flourish to. the effect that, with 
the honof by -whidh she has ever been distinguished, 
the State continugs to provide duly for all her pub- 
lic obligations. Pennsylvania has never, in the 
general getise, be¢h a repudtator, but her financial 
charactey suffers from a wound which derives its 
worst fegtures frow its smallness.
